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History  of   Macedonia  Baptist  Church 

SUFFICIENT  RECORDS  HAVE  NOT  BEEN  PRESERVED  DURING 
THE  LIFE  OF  THE  CHURCH  TO  ENABLE  AN  ADEQUATE  HISTORY  OF 
THE  CHURCH  TO  BE  WRITTEN. 

FOR  INSTANCE,  THERE  ARE  NO  KNOWN  CHURCH  RECORDS 
FROM  NOVEMBER  28,  1887  UNTIL  A  YEARLY  CHURCH  EXPENSE 
RECORD  WAS  GIVEN  FOR  THE  YEAR  1907. 

THE  NEXT  RECORD  FOUND  SHOWS  THAT  THE  CHURCH  HELD  A 
CONFERENCE  ON  DECEMBER  5,  1908.   THE  NEXT  RECORD  FOUND 
SHOWS  THAT  A  CONFERENCE  WAS  HELD  ON  FEBRUARY  6,  1909. 
FROM  THIS  TIME  ON  RECORDS  HAVE  BEEN  KEPT  ON  A  FAIRLY 
REGULAR  BASIS.   HOWEVER,  NAMES  OF  CHURCH  CLERKS  AND 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  SUPERINTENDENTS  WERE  FOUND  IN  THE  MINUTES 
OF  THE  GREEN  RIVER  AND  BLUE  RIDGE  ASSOCIATIONS  TO  FILL 
IN  MOST  OF  THE  BLANKS  IN  THE  CHURCH  RECORD.   THEREFORE, 
THE  FOLLOWING  CHURCH  HISTORY  IS  BASED  UPON  THE  EXISTING 
CHURCH  RECORDS,  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  GREEN  RIVER  AND  BLUE 
RIDGE  ASSOCIATIONS  AND  UPON  THE  CHURCH  HISTORY  THAT  WAS 
ADOPTED  BY  THE  CHURCH  AS  THE  OFFICIAL  CHURCH  HISTORY  ON 
MAY  3,  1964. 

IN  ADDITION  TO  THE  CHURCH  HISTORY,  SOME  INFORMATION 
IS  GIVEN  ON  THE  FIRST  FIFTY  YEARS,  1929  -  1979,  OF  THE 
HISTORY  OF  THE  "BLUE  RIDGE  ASSOCIATION"  OF  WHICH 
MACEDONIA  BAPTIST  IS  A  MEMBER. 

THE  MACEDONIA  BAPTIST  CHURCH  WAS  ORGANIZED  ON 
SEPTEMBER  20,  1887  THROUGH  THE  INFLUENCE  OF  THE  CAMP 
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CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH  OF  RUTHERFORD  COUNTY.   A  PRESBYTERY 
COMPOSED  OF  THE  REV.  J.E.  KING,  THE  REV.  J.C.  SORRELS; 
DEACONS:  B.   BIGGERSTAFF,  G.W.  GUFFEY,  JAMES  BARNS,  AND 
THOMAS  JOHNSON.   THE  ORGANIZATIONAL  MEETING  WAS  HELD  IN 
A  LOG  STORE  BUILDING  NEAR  THE  PRESENT  J.H.  SPROUSE  HOME 
THEN  KNOWN  AS  THE  UPTON  PLACE. 

THE  NEWLY  ORGANIZED  CHURCH,  WHICH  HAD  TWELVE 
CHARTER  MEMBERS,  WAS  NAMED  "THE  BRACKETTOWN  CHURCH"  AND 
BECAME  A  MEMBER  OF  THE  GREEN  RIVER  ASSOCIATION  UNTIL 
JOINING  THE  BLUE  RIDGE  ASSOCIATION  IN  1931. 

SHORTLY  AFTER  THE  CHURCH  WAS  ORGANIZED,  THE  MEETING 
PLACE  WAS  MOVED  TO  THE  MACEDONIA  SCHOOLHOUSE  AND  WAS 
RENAMED  "THE  MACEDONIA  BAPTIST  CHURCH." 

LATER  THE  MACEDONIA  CHURCH  OBTAINED  TWO  ACRES  OF 
LAND  FROM  JOHN  WATKINS  AND  ROXANNA  WATKINS,  HIS  WIFE, 
FOR  THE  SUM  OF  ONE  DOLLAR,  AND  IT  WAS  DEEDED  TO  J.  WARD 
AND  B.E.  WATKINS,  DEACONS  OF  THE  MACEDONIA  CHURCH  AND  TO 
THEIR  SUCCESSORS  IN  JANUARY  1907.   A  CHURCH  BUILDING  WAS 
BUILT  ON  THIS  PROPERTY,  PRESUMABLY  SHORTLY  THEREAFTER, 
WITH  ROOMS  AND  OTHER  ADDITIONS  AND  IMPROVEMENTS  HAVING 
BEEN  MADE  OVER  THE  YEARS  SINCE  THAT  TIME. 

IN  1930,  WHILE  REV.  H.C.  CULBERTH  WAS  PASTOR,  NEW 
WEATHERBOARDING  WAS  PUT  ON  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING,  AND  IT 
WAS  PAINTED.   THE  TOTAL  COST  WAS  $148.97. 

IN  AUGUST  1938,  WHILE  REV.  DEWEY  HODGE  WAS  PASTOR, 
A  NEW  ROOF  WAS  INSTALLED  ON  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING,  AND 
ALONG  ABOUT  THIS  TIME  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  WAS  UNDER 
PINNED,  AND  A  NEW  WOOD  STOVE  WAS  PURCHASED  IN  1940. 


IN  1943,  WHILE  REV.  WADE  RUFF  WAS  PASTOR,  A  NEW 
PIANO  WAS  PURCHASED  TO  REPLACE  THE  PEDAL  ORGAN  THAT  HAD 
BEEN  IN  USE  FOR  MANY,  MANY,  YEARS  AND  DURING  THIS  YEAR 
UNDER  THE  LEADERSHIP  OF  THE  REV.  WADE  RUFF,  AN  EFFORT 
WAS  MADE  TO  ENCOURAGE  SUCCESSIVE  GENERATIONS  OF  YOUNG 
GIRLS  TO  TAKE  PIANO  LESSONS  IN  ORDER  THAT  THE  CHURCH 
MIGHT  HAVE  A  FULL  TIME  PIANIST. 

WHILE  REV.  J.J.  GUFFEY  WAS  PASTOR,  FOUR  NEW  SUNDAY 
SCHOOL  ROOMS  WERE  BUILT  ONTO  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING, 
BENCHES  WERE  BOUGHT  FOR  THE  AUDITORIUM,  A  CHURCH  BELL 
WAS  INSTALLED,  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  WAS  WIRED  AND 
ELECTRICITY  WAS  PUT  IN.   A  TRAINING  UNION  WAS  STARTED 
AND  ALSO  A  SUNDAY  SCHOOL  EXTENSION  PROGRAM  WAS  STARTED. 

WHILE  REV.  DAVID  CHATHAM  WAS  PASTOR,  A  NEW  ROSTRUM 
WAS  BUILT  AND  NEW  PULPIT  FURNITURE  WAS  INSTALLED. 

IN  1956,  WHILE  REV.  ROSCOE  HUNTLEY  WAS  PASTOR,  THE 
INTERIOR  OF  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  WAS  REMODELED  BY  ADDING 
SHEET  ROCK;  PAINTING  IT  AND  ALSO  INSTALLING  CELOTEX 
OVERHEAD.   A  NEW  HARDWOOD  FLOOR  WAS  PUT  IN  AND  CARPETING 
LAID,  AND  IN  JUNE  OF  1957,  A  GAS  HEATING  SYSTEM  WAS 
INSTALLED. 

WHILE  REV.  CECIL  SMITH  WAS  PASTOR,  THE  CHURCH 
BUILDING  WAS  ROOFED,  GUTTERING  WAS  INSTALLED,  THE 
GROUNDS  WERE  LANDSCAPED  IN  1961,  AND  FOUR  ADDITIONAL 
SUNDAY  SCHOOL  ROOMS  WERE  BUILT  WITH  THREE  OF  THESE  ROOMS 
BEING  FURNISHED  AND  HEAT  INSTALLED  IN  THEM  IN  1963. 
ALSO  NEW  PEWS  WERE  PURCHASED  AND  INSTALLED. 

WHILE  REV.  PAUL  STEPP  WAS  PASTOR,  A  WELL  WAS  DUG

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AND  AN  ELECTRIC  PUMP  INSTALLED",  AND  A  VESTIBULE  WAS 
ADDED  ONTO  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING. 

WHILE  REV.  CECIL  SMITH  WAS  PASTOR,  1969  -  1971, 
FANS  WERE  INSTALLED  TO  COOL  THE  BUILDING.   THE  CHURCH 
BUILDING  WAS  PAINTED  INSIDE  AND  OUTSIDE  AND  SOME  DAMAGED 
CELOTEX  WAS  REPAIRED. 

WHILE  REV.  SAM  PLESS  WAS  PASTOR,  A  UTILITY  BUILDING 
AND  A  RIDING  LAWN  MOWER  WERE  PURCHASED,  AND  IMPROVEMENTS 
WERE  MADE  ON  THE  CEMETERY.  ALSO  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  WAS 
TREATED  FOR  TERMITES. 

WHILE  REV.  J.D.  PLEMMONS  WAS  PASTOR,  THE  DRIVEWAY 
WAS  GRAVELED,  WOOD  PANELLING  WAS  PUT  ACROSS  IN  FRONT  OF 
THE  PULPIT,  GUTTERING  WAS  INSTALLED  ON  THE  SIDES  OF  THE 
CHURCH  BUILDING,  BLINDS  WERE  BOUGHT  TO  GO  ON  THE 
WINDOWS,  THE  ROOF  AND  OUTSIDE  OF  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING 
WERE  PAINTED  AND  A  CHURCH  BUS  WAS  PURCHASED. 

WHILE  REV.  RICHARD  PORTER  WAS  PASTOR,  A  WATER 
FOUNTAIN  WAS  INSTALLED  INSIDE  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING,  AND 
THE  ROOF  WAS  REPAIRED.   ALONG  ABOUT  THIS  TIME,  CUSHIONS 
WERE  PUT  ON  THE  PEWS. 

DURING  THE  TIME  REV.  T.B.  DEESE  HAS  BEEN  PASTOR, 
THE  CHURCH  BUILDING  HAS  BEEN  PAINTED  INSIDE,  BOUGHT  A 
NEW  LAWN  MOWER  WITH  GRASS  CATCHER,  NEW  INSIDE  BATHROOMS 
WERE  INSTALLED,  A  NEW  UTILITY  BUILDING  WAS  BOUGHT,  THE 
CHURCH  BUILDING  PAINTED  OUTSIDE,  INCLUDING  ROOF,  AN 
ENCLOSED  SIGN  WAS  BUILT,  GIVING  NAME  OF  CHURCH,  PASTOR, 
AND  TIME  OF  SERVICE,  A  NEW  VACUUM  CLEANER  WAS  PURCHASED, 
A  BAPTISTERY  WAS  BUILT  ONTO  THE  CHURCH  BUILDING,  A  FILM 


STRIP  PROJECTOR  WAS  DONATED  TO  THE  CHURCH,  INSULATION 
WAS  INSTALLED  IN  WALLS  AND  CEILING,  STORM  WINDOWS  WERE 
INSTALLED,  AND  A  FELLOWSHIP  BUILDING  WAS  BUILT.   IT  IS 
COMPLETELY  FURNISHED  INCLUDING  A  HEATING  AND  COOLING 
SYSTEM.   ALSO,  WE  HAVE  A  SOUND  SYSTEM  THAT  HAS  BEEN  PUT 
IN. THE  CHURCH  AND  FELLOWSHIP  BUILDING  AND  A  COVER  OVER 
THE  WALKWAY  FROM  THE  CHURCH  TO  THE  FELLOWSHIP  BUTLDING. 
HANDRAILS  HAVE  BEEN  INSTALLED  AT  THE  SIDE  DOOR. 


macedonia  church 
september  20,  1887  brackettown : 
Mcdowell  county,  n.c. 

a  presbytery  met  according  to  request  of  some 
brethren  and  sisters  from  different  churches.  after 
prayer  and  some  remarks  relative  to  a  church  were  made 
by  elder  john  e.  king.  they  first  formed  a  presbytery 
by  calling  elder  john  king  to  the  chair,  then  to  examine 
articles  of  faith.  then  pronounce  the  brothers  and 
sisters  that  had  letters,  "a  church  of  jesus  christ  of 
the  united  baptist  faith  and  order,  with  all  the  rights 
and  privileges  of  the  same." 

then  the  church  was  called  to  order  and  went  into 
an  election  of  one  deacon  and  elected  james  gallion. 
then  a  presbytery  convened  to  ordain  reverend  a.  b. 
mashburn  for  the  ministry  by  the  call  of  union  mills 
baptist  church,  and  james  gallion  for  deacon.  after  due 
examination  of  reverend  auford  burton  mashburn,  he  was 
solemnly  ordained  to  the  full  work  of  the  gospel 
ministry,  and  james  gallion  deacon,  elder  j.c.  sorrels, 
leading  the  prayer.

A  COMMITTEE  FROM  TIME  TO  TIME  TO  COLLECT  MONEY  TO  CARRY 
ON  THE  CHURCH'S  WORK.   ONE  SUCH  COMMITTEE  WAS  APPOINTED 
ON  SEPTEMBER  2.  1911.   "APPOINTED  BROTHERS  I.T.  WISE, 
GEORGE  WATKINS,  AND  H.E.  WATKINS  AS  COLLECTING  COMMITTEE 
TO  COLLECT  PASTOR'S  SALARY  AND  ALL  CHURCH  EXPENSES,  AND 
THAT  THEY  SHOULD  WORK  IN  COOPERATION  WITH  TREASURER."

SOME  EXCERPTS  AND  TDEAS  TAKEN  FROM  THE  CHURCH  RECORDS  ON 
HOW  THE  OLD  TIMERS  OPERATED: 

THE  CHURCH  RECORDS  INDICATE  THAT  THE  OLD  TIMERS 
WERE  STRICT  IN  THEIR  OBSERVANCE  OF  THE  CHURCH  RULES. 
FROM  TIME  TO  TIME  A  CALL  OF  THE  FELLOWSHIP  OF  THE  CHURCH 
WOULD  BE  MADE  DURING  CONFERENCE,  AND  SOMETIMES  THE 
RECORD  WOULD  SHOW  THAT  ALL  WERE  IN  GOOD  STANDING  AS  FAR 
AS  WAS  KNOWN,  AND  SOMETIMES  THE  RECORDS  SHOWS  THAT  SOME 
WERE  NOT  IN  GOOD  STANDING  WITH  THE  CHURCH. 

ON  FEBRUARY  6,  1909  A  MEETING  WAS  HELD  WHICH  "THE 
CLERK  TO  TAKE  NAMES  OF  MALE  MEMBERS  THAT  DON'T  COME  UP 
TO  THL  HELP  OF  THE  CHURCH,  OR  PAYS  LITTLE  OR  NO 
ATTENTION  TO  THE  CHURCH  WORK."   ON  JUNE  5,  1909,  THE 
RECORD  SHOWS  THAT  EIGHTEEN  PEOPLE  WERE  EXCLUDED  FROM  THE 
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CHURCH  AND  ONE  WAS  RESTORED. 

SOMETIMES  A  COMMITTEE  WOULD  BE  APPOINTED  BY  THE 
CHURCH  TO  GO  AND  TALK  TO  MEMBERS  WHO  WERE  NOT  THOUGHT  TO 
BE  IN  GOOD  STANDING  WTTH  THE  CHURCH.   ON  AUGUST  16, 
1912.  ONE  SUCH  COMMITTEE  REPORTED  ITS  FINDINGS  TO  THE 
CHURCH,  AND  AS  A  RESULT,  ELEVEN  PEOPLE  WERE  EXCLUDED 
FROM  THE  CHURCH,  AND  THE  NAMES  OF  EIGHT  MORE  WERE  GIVEN 
TO  RE  DEALT  WITH  AT  A  LATER  MEETING.   "THEN  ADJOURNED  TO 
MEET  AUGUST  17,  FOR  THE  PURPOSE  OF  HOLDING  A  FEW  DAYS 
MEETING.   THTS  MEETING  CONTINUED  FOR  FIFTEEN  DAYS  WTTH 
THE  RESULT  THAT  THERE  WAS  THIRTY  FOUR  CONVERTS,  AND 
THIRTY  ETGHT  ADDED  TO  THE  CHURCH." 

ANOTHER  OUTSTANDING  REVIVAL,  OR  WHAT  THE  OLD  TIMERS 
CALLED  A  PROTRACTED  MEETING  TOOK  PLACE:  "MACEDONIA 
CHURCH  AUGUST  4,  1909.  SERVICE  BY  B.B.  HARRIS  -  THE 
MEETING  PROTRACTED,  LASTING  TWENTY  DAYS.   IT  RESULTING 
TO  A  GREAT  SUCCESS,  MANY  HEARTS  WAS  MADE  TO  REJOICE  IN 
HAPPINESS.   THE  CHURCH  WAS  GREATLY  REVIVED,  THERE  WAS 
THIRTY  TWO  BAPTIZED.   B.B.  HARRIS  MODERATOR      B.E. 
WATK1NS  CHURCH  CLERK" 

ALL  MEMBERS  PRESENT  WERE  TO  VOTE  IN  ANY  BUSINESS 
MEETING: 

DURING  CONFERENCE  ON  SEPTEMBER  2,  1911,  THE 
FOLLOWING  RESOLUTION  WAS  MADE.   "ALL  MEMBERS  PRESENT  AT 
ANY  MEETING  SHOULD  VOTE  IN  ANY  BUSINESS  THAT  IS  BROUGHT 
BEFORE  THAT  BODY,  EITHER  YA ,  OR  NA ,  AND  FURTHER  THAT  IF 
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ANY  MEMBER  FAILS  TO  DO  SO,  THE  SHALL  SATISFY  THE  CHURCH 
'['HAT  THE  HAD  A  GOOD  CAUSE  FOR  SO  FAILING." 

CONFERENCE  WERE  HELD  ON  SATURDAY  AFTERNOON  BACK  IN 
THOSE  DAYS,  APPARENTLY  LITTLE  OR  NO  BUSINESS  WAS  DONE  ON 
SUNDAY. 

DURING  A  MEETING  HELD  ON  DECEMBER  12,  1914,  IT  WAS 
DECIDED  THAT  THE  CHURCH  RULES  WERE  TO  BE  READ  TO  ANYONE 
APPLYING  FOR  CHURCH  MEMBERSHIP,  "THERE  WAS  A  MOVE  TO 
HAVE  RULES  READ  TO  EACH  APPLICANT  THAT  WISHES  TO  JOIN 
THE  CHURCH ;  SO  THAT  THE  COULD  KNOW  WHAT  OUR  RULES  WAS . " 
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THIS  POEM  WAS  FOUND  RECORDED  IN  ONE  OF  THE  OLDEST  RECORD 
BOOKS  AVAILABLE.

THE  PLACE  OF  THIS  HISTORY 

IN  THE  FOOTHILLS  OF  THE  BEAUTIFUL  BLUE  RIDGE 
MOUNTAINS  OF  WESTERN  NORTH  CAROLINA,  WHERE  ONCE  WAS  THE 
WESTERN  MOST  POST  OF  WHITE  MAN'S  SETTLEMENTS,  WITH  A 
FORT  IN  THE  PLACE  WHERE  THE  TOWN  OF  OLD  FORT  IS  NOW 
LOCATE:   FIRST  A  FORT  FOR  THE  CATAWBA  INDIANS  AS 
PROTECTION  AGAINST  THE  ATTACKS  OF  THE  CHEROKEES,  AND 
LATER  A  WHITE  MAN'S  FORT  AGAINST  THE  CHEROKEE  INDIANS, 
AND,  NEAR  THE  HOME  OF  THE  WORLD  FAMOUS,  BILLY  GRAHAM, 
AND  THE  WONDERFUL  RIDGECREST  BAPTIST  CONFERENCE  CENTER, 
LIES  THE  COUNTY  OF  McDOWELL.    [N  THIS  COUNTY  AND  IN  THE 
NEARBY  COUNTY  OF  BUNCOMBE,  FORTY  TWO  WONDERFUL 
MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  CHURCHES  ARE  LOCATED  WHICH  MAKE  UP 
THE  BLUE  RIDGE  BAPTIST  ASSOCIATION. 

THJS  YEAR  MARKS  THE  FIFTY  YEARS  THAT  THESE  CHURCHES 
HAVE  WORKED  TOGETHER  TO  PREACH  THE  GOSPEL  AT  HOME  AND 
AROUND  THE  WORLD  THROUGH  OUR  GREAT  MISSIONARY  PROGRAM, 
ANT)  TO  MINISTER  TO  THE  NEEDS  OF  THE  WHOLE  MAN. 

MANY  OF  THESE  CHURCHES  WERE  ORGANIZED  IN  THE  EARLY 
AND  LATE  EIGHTEEN  HUNDREDS,  BETHEL  BEING  THE  OLDEST, 
ORGANIZED  NEAR  1800,  AND  SEVERAL  HAVE  COME  INTO 
EXISTENCE  SINCE  THE  TURN  OF  THE  CENTURY,  AND  SOME  SINCE 
THE  ORGANIZATION  OF  THE  ASSOCIATION  OF  1929. 
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THE  SHORT  HISTORIES  OF  OUR  CHURCHES  THAT  APPEAR  IN 
THIS  HISTORY  DO  NOT  TELL  ALL  THE  STORY  OF  THE  PRAYERS, 
STRUGGLES,  AND  WORK  OF  MEN  AND  WOMEN  OF  GOD  OVER  THESE 
YEARS.   SOULS  HAVE  BEEN  WON  TO  JESUS  CHRIST,  CHRISTIAN 
HOMES  HAVE  BEEN  ESTABLISHED,  MEN  AND  WOMEN  HAVE  BEEN 
CALLED  INTO  GREATER  CHRISTIAN  SERVICE,  BECAUSE  OF  THESE 
CHURCHES.   MANY,  IN  TIMES  OF  JOY  AND  SORROW,  HAVE  BEEN 
MINISTERED  UNTO  DURING  THESE  YEARS,  AND  WE  HAVE  HAD  A 
PART  IN  SENDING,  PRAYING  FOR,  AND  SUPPORTING  OUR 
MISSIONARIES  AROUND  THE  WORLD;  ALSO  IN  HELPING  TO  CARE 
FOR  NEEDY  CHILDREN  AND  OUR  OLDER  PEOPLE  AND  OUR  YOUNG 
PEOPLE  IN  THEIR  TIME  OF  NEED. 
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GREEN  RIVER  -  OUR  MOTHER  ASSOCIATION 

GREEN  RIVER  WAS  ORGANIZED  IN  1840  FROM  APART  OF  THE 
BROAD  RIVER  ASSOCIATION  THAT  WAS  ORGANIZED  IN  1800.   AT 
THIS  TIME,  WE  ARE  TOLD,  THERE  WERE  ONLY  THREE  BAPTIST 
CHURCHES  IN  McDOWELL  COUNTY:  BETHEL,  BETHLEHEM,  AND  NEW 
BETHANY  (NOW  OLD  FORT  FIRST  BAPTIST). 

IN  1852  THE  GREEN  RIVER  ASSOCIATION  INCLUDED  ALL 
THE  TERRITORY  OF  POLK,  RUTHERFORD,  AND  McDOWELL 
COUNTIES.   IT  WAS  COMPOSED  OF  TWENTY  NINE  CHURCHES  WTTH 
A  MEMBERSHIP  OF  1,667.   THERE  WERE  NO  SUNDAY  SCHOOLS,  NO 
MISSIONARY  SOCIETIES,  NO  B.Y.P.U.,  TOTAL  CONTRIBUTIONS 
WERE  $28.31. 

J.M.  WFBB  WAS  THE  FIRST  MODERATOR  AND  J.C.  GRAYSON 
WAS  THE  FIRST  CLERK. 

IN  1890  A  NUMBER  OF  CHURCHES  FROM  POLK  AND 
RUTHERFORD  COUNTIES  WITHDREW  TO  HELP  ORGANIZE  THE  SANDY 
RUN  ASSOCIATION. 

THE  REVEREND  C.B.  JUSTICE  WAS  A  MOVING  INFLUENCE  TN 
THE  GREEN  RIVER  ASSOCIATION  AND  WAS  A  MISSIONARY  TO 
McDOWELL  COUNTY.   A  COLLECTION  OF  $100.00  WAS  GIVEN  TO 
HIM  BY  THE  ASSOCIATION  FOR  THE  WORK  HE  WAS  DOING.   ELDER 
JUSTICE  WAS  BORN  IN  HENDERSON  COUNTY  IN  1836,  DIED  TN 
1909,  BEING  SEVENTY-THREE  YEARS  OLD.   HE  FIRST  JOINED 
THE  PROVIDENCE  CHURCH  IN  THE  UNION  ASSOCIATION.   THIS 
CHURCH  BECAME  THE  MOUNTAIN  CREEK  BAPTIST  CHURCH.   HE 
LATER  JOINED  RUTHERFORDTON  FIRST,  WHERE  HE  WAS  LATER  TO 
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BECOME  THE  PASTOR  AND  SERVED  FOR  FORTY  YEARS.   HE  WAS 
MARRIED  TO  MISS  ELIZABETH  HIGGINS  OF  McDOWELL  COUNTY. 
ELEVEN  CHILDREN  WERE  BORN  TO  THEM.   HE  WAS  ONE  OF  THE 
FOUNDERS  OF  ROUND  HILL  ACADEMY.   ELDER  JUSTICE  BAPTIZED 
ELDER  G.P.  BOSTIC,  WHO  BECAME  A  MISSIONARY  TO  CHINA, 
TNTO  THE  FELLOWSHIP  OF  FLOYD'S  CREEK  CHURCH.   C.B. 
JUSTICE  WAS  THE  FIRST  PASTOR  OF  MARION  FIRST  BAPTTST 
CHURCH  IN  1863. 

IN  THE  MINUTES  OF  THE  GREEN  RIVER  ASSOCIATION, 
1864,  CONCERNING  THE  MEETING  IN  THE  DYSARTSVILLE  MEETING 
HOUSE,  SEPTEMBER  30,  1864,  WE  FIND  THIS  REPORT.   "THE 
CHURCH  AT  BETHEL  SAYS  THAT,  IN  CONSEQUENCE  OF  THE  WAR, 
THE  HARDNESS  OF  TIMES,  AND  LARGE  AMOUNT  OF  TAX  TO  PAY, 
SOME  OF  THE  MEMBERS  HAVE  HAD  THEIR  FRUIT  DISTILLED, 
BELIEVING  THAT  THEY  COULD  NOT  SUPPORT  THEIR  FAMILIES, 
AND  PAY  THEIR  TAXES  WITHOUT  IT,  AND  NOW  ASK  THIS 
ASSOCIATION  FOR  ADVICE  IN  PREMISES;   IN  ANSWER  TO  WHICH 
WE  SAY,  DISTILLING,  VENDING  AND  DRINKING  SPIRITUOUS 
LIQUORS  TS  THE  GREATEST  EVIL  THE  CHURCHES  HAVE  TO 
CONTEND  WITH,  THEREFORE,  WE  ADVISE  THAT  CHURCH  TO

pioneer  preachers 

some  of  the  preachers  from  green  river  association 
and  Mcdowell  county  that  had  a  part  in  organizing 
churches  and  the  blue  ridge  association:  d.j.  hunt, 
b.b.  harris,  c.b.  justice,  a.b.  mashburn ,  a. p.  sorrels, 
d.p.  loudermilk,  w.f.  mcmahan,  hogan  justice,  and  many 
others,  and  laymen  not  a  few.  permtnter  morgan  came  to 
Mcdowell  county  around  isoo  and  organized  bethel  baptist 
church,  the  oldest  baptist  church  in  mcdowell  county. 

organizational  meeting  of  the  blue  ridge 
association 

the  blue  ridge  baptist  association  came  into 
existence  on  tuesday,  october  1,  1929,  when  churches  of 
Mcdowell  county  met  at  the  first  baptist  church  in 
marion  for  the  purpose  of  organizing  a  new  association, 
letters  from  green  river,  the  mother  association,  were 
presented. 

sitting  as  a  presbytery  were  the  following 
ministries:  d.j.  hunt,  r.l.  shirley,  w.r.  beach,  john 
arch  mcmilltan,  w.m.  gilmore.  these  men  received  the 
letters  and  by  vote  of  the  body  the  blue  ridge 
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ASSOCIATION  WAS  DULY  ORGANIZED/   THE  FOLLOWING  TWENTY 
ONE  CHURCHES  BROUGHT  LETTERS  AND  WERE  PRINTED  IN  THE 
FIRST  MINUTES  IN  1929:   BETHLEHEM,  BROOKSIDE,  CHAPEL 
HILL,  CHERRY  SPRINGS,  CLEAR  CREEK,  CLINCHFIELD,  CROSS 
MILL,  DYSARTSVTLLE,  EAST  MARION,  GARDEN  CREEK,  GREENLEE, 
HARMONY  GROVE,  MARION  FTRST,  NEBO,  NORTH  COVE,  OLD  FORT, 
PEPPERS  CREEK,  SUNNYVALE,  TURKEY  COVE,  WOODLAWN  AND  ZION 
HILL. 

the  following  officers  were  elected:  moderator, 
w.t.  morgan,  marion;  vice  moderator,  c.l.  taylor,  old 
fort;  clerk,  a. a.  walker,  marion;  assistant  clerk,  leroy 
silver,  marion;  treasurer,  h.r.  early,  old  fort; 
historian,  w.r.  burleson,  marion. 

moderator,  w.t.  morgan,  appointed  two  committees, 
one  to  examine  the  credentials  of  churches  wishing 
admittance,  consisting  of  c.l.  taylor,  g.g.  pendergrass , 
e.w.  parker,  and  a  committee  to  present  a  constitution 
consisting  of  a. a.  walker,  w.f.  mcmahan,  j. a.  jimerson. 
j. a.  jimerson  read  to  the  assembly  the  constitution 
which  was  adopted.  seeing  the  need  for  a  covenant,  it 
was  voted  to  adopt  the  covenant  used  by  the  green  river 
association. 

as  a  matter  of  a  name,  two  names  were  presented  for 
a  vote:  Mcdowell  county  and  blue  ridge,  blue  ridge  won 
unanimously. 

a  nominating  committee  was  appointed  consisting  of 
w.h.  taylor,  j.l.  nichols,  g.b.  woody,  roy  burleson, 
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J.L.  MARTIN.

TESTAMENTS  ARE  THE  WORD  OF  GOD,  AND  THE  ONLY  RULE  OF 

FAITH  AND  PRACTICE.

WICKED  SHALL  BE  EVERLASTING  AND  THE  JOYS  OF  THE

ASSOCIATION,  AGREEING  TO  THE  ARTICLES  OF  FAITH,  DO,  FOR

lz  NAME:   THIS  BODY  SHALL  BE  KNOWN  AS  THE  BLUE  RIDGE 
ASSOCIATION. 

2-  OBJECT:   THE  GENERAL  OBJECT  OF  THIS  ASSOCIATION  SHALL 
BE  THE  CARRYING  OUT  OF  THE  GREAT  COMMISSION,  MATTHEW 
28:19-20.   DETAILED  OBJECTIVES  SHALL  BE  LEFT  IN  THE 
HANDS  OF  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE. 

3-  MEMBERSHIP  AND  REPRESENTATION:   THIS  ASSOCIATION 
SHALL  BE  COMPOSED  OF  SUCH  MISSIONARY  BAPTIST  CHURCHES  AS 
SHALL  ORGANIZE  SAME,  AND  AS  SHALL  BE  REPRESENTED  BY 
DELEGATES  SELECTED  BY  SAME  UPON  THE  FOLLOWING  BASIS. 
CHURCHES  WTTH  A  HUNDRED  MEMBERS  OR  LESS  SHALL  BE 
ENTITLED  TO  TWO  DELEGATES  WITH  ONE  ADDITIONAL  FOR  EACH 
HUNDRED  MEMBERS  OR  FRACTIONAL  PART  THEREOF,  PROVIDED  NO 
CHURCH  SHALL  HAVE  MORE  THAN  FIVE  DELEGATES.   ORDAINED 
MINISTERS  AND  OFFICERS  OF  THIS  ASSOCIATION  SHALL  BE 
DELEGATES  EX  OFFICIO. 

OFFICERS 

Ar  OFFICERS:   THE  OFFICERS  OF  THIS  ASSOCIATION  SHALL  BE 
A  MODERATOR,  VICE-MODERATOR,  TREASURER,  HISTORIAN,  AND  A 
CLERK,  ELECTED  AT  EACH  ANNUAL  SESSION.   THERE  SHALL  BE 
AN  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  OF  SIX  LAYMEN  AND  SIX  MINISTERS 
TOGETHER  WITH  THE  MODERATOR  WHO  SHALL  ALWAYS  BE  THE 
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CHAIRMAN  OF  THIS  COMMITTEE,  ELECTED  AT  EACH  ANNUAL 
SESSION.   THIS  COMMITTEE  SHALL  HAVE  THE  RIGHT  TO 
DETERMINE  ALL  MATTERS  COMING  BEFORE  IT  BY  A  MAJORITY 
VOTE  OF  MEMBERS  PRESENT  AFTER  PERSONAL  NOTICE  FROM  THE 
MODERATOR,  OR  THE  MEMBER  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  CALLING  THE 
MEETING,  PROVIDED  THAT  ANY  MEMBER  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  MAY 
AT  ANY  TIME  CALL  A  MEETING  OF  THE  COMMITTEE  TO 
RECONSIDER  OR  TO  CONSIDER  ANEW  ANY  MATTER  UPON  THE 
FAILURE  OF  THE  MODERATOR  TO  CALL  A  MEETING  OF  THE 
COMMITTEE  AT  THE  REQUEST  OF  ANY  MEMBER. 
5-  TIME  OF  MEETING:   THIS  ASSOCIATION  SHALL  MEET 
ANNUALLY  ON  THE  TUESDAY  BEFORE  THE  FIRST  SUNDAY  IN  EACH 
OCTOBER,  SUBJECT  TO  CHANGE  BY  THE  EXECUTIVE  COMMITTEE  IF 
CONDITIONS  DEMAND. 

AMENDMENTS:   THIS  CONSTITUTION  MAY  BE  AMENDED  AT  ANY 
REGULAR  SESSION  BY  A  TWO-THIRDS  VOTE  OF  THE  DELEGATES 
PRESENT.
